CON CESSION SAFELY GUARDED. 


Writing. from Fiukinng:a ¥. ~G. Daily 
News correspondent saysi— - 
During the months of Sentonbee and 


‘| October while’ Sun Chuan Fang’s troops 


were in possession, martial law was en- 


.| forced in the native town and it was con- 


sidered advisable to keep closed two of 
the ‘four gates, which legd out of: the 


.{ Concession into the Chinese strects. 


For some time previous to November: 
dth there had been “rumours that the 


‘| Southerners would scon attack Kiukiang 


and on the morning of November: 4th a 
telephone message was received from 
Kuling stating ‘that Lienhuatung, o 
village at the foot of the Kuling moun- 
tain, bad been captured by the Southern 
forces” 

It was with considerable apprehension 
that rifle fire was heard not far off at 
2 p.m; and presently when bullets began 
to‘fly over the Concessioi and a. rush of 
Chinese fugitives, civilians and terrified 
Northern soldiers intermingled, entered 
through the two open Concession gates, 
it was decided to close the gates, concen- 
trate the women ‘and children at a pre 
arranged rendezvous and cal] out the 
Defence Force. : 


: Fugitives Stripped of All. 


For half an hour the Defence Fores 
alone ‘held-the gates and disarmed ;the 
Northern soldiers escaping into the Gon- 
cession over walls; across the creek, and 
tound the barbed. wire fences on the. river 
foreshore. It was indeed a sight to see 
some of these miserable troops crowding 
on to sampans over ‘the creek and ing 
their way into the Coricession,. ‘throwing 
their arms into the water, discarding 
badges and even ‘taking ‘off. their“ uni-. 
forms. Some arrived in the ‘Concession

Presently the sailors from the ‘Ameri- 
can, British, Japanese ‘and French war- 
Ships in harbour began to land’ Barbed 
wire concertinas were erected -across the 
roads, sandbag parapetd built and 
trenches dug, so that by nightfall the 
place assumed the appearance of an arm- 
ed camp and the hoarse voices of sentries, 
could be heard challenging ‘those who 
ventured ‘abroad. “: 

The one thousand or. more fugitives 
who had found their way into the Con- 
cession were herded into..a-large empty 
godown and locked in’ for the night, it 
not being considered. advisable to allow. 
them to roam at leisure all night fhrough 
the Concession. streets. 

Firing: continued. all that afternoon 
and the following night. - It scems that 
the Southern ndvance at first.was assist- 
ed: by treachery and within’s few eae 
there were Southern. troops maser Ales 
the native town of Kiukiang.
